Seventy-seven years 
ago 
this 
week, on November 4, 1861, 
the 
pro-Southern, or “Jackson” legis­ 
lature, which had 
convened 
at 
Neosho, Missouri, confirmed Gov­ 
ernor Jackson’s appointment 
of 
William Yarnel Slack as brigadier 
general of the Fourth division of 
the Missouri State Guard. 
This soldier, lawyer and poli­ 
tician was born on August 1, 1813, 
the son of a Kentucky family thnt 
emigrated to Boone county, Mis­ 
souri, in 1819. 
Here he received 
the rudiments of an education and 
studied law with J. B. Gordon, a 
leading Boone county lawyer. 
He 
was admitted to the bar in 1837, 
and two years later, when 
only 
twenty-three, he established a law 
office in Chillieothe. 
Because of his thoroughness in 
preparing cases and his honesty, 
courage 
and 
determination, 
lie 
soon became one of the 
leading 
lawyers at the Livingston county 
bar. 
His talent for public affairs 
won him a piace in the constitu­ 
tional convention in 1845, and in 
1842-43 in the Missouri 
general 
assembly. 
He was not given 
to 
flights of oratory, but he 
was a 
sincere, vigorous speaker, and was 
recognized as a thorough 
pains­ 
taking legislator who was espe­ 
cially valuable on committees be­ 
cause of his habits of industry. 
The outbreak of the 
Mexican 
war disrupted his 
political 
and 
legal practice, and 
he 
raised 
a 
company of volunteers, joined the 
regiment of Colonel Sterling Price 
and inarched down the 
trail 
to 
Santa Fe. As a captain of a com­ 
pany of cavalry he took an active 
part in the battles of Canada, Em- 
brudo and Taos, where he demon­ 
strated his ability as a soldier. 
At the close of the Mexican war

11. 
A short time before the retreat 
from Springfield, 
General 
Price 
appoint* d Slack to command the 
Second Brigade of Missouri 
Vol­ 
unteers, a company of some 1,500 
men. 
It was these men and the 
Fourth division of the 
Missouri 
State Guard that Slack command­ 
ed in the famous battle 
of 
Pen 
Ridge on March 7, 1862. 
In this 
important battle, which did much 
to save Missouri to the Union by 
eliminating 
a 
large 
Southern 
force from 
the 
State, 
Generali 
Slack was mortally wounded, and 
in spite of skillful medical aid he < 
died on March 20, 1862. On April 
12 of thnt year, however, evidently 
unaware ol his death, 
Jefferson 
Davis recommended that Slack be 
commissioned a brigidier-general. 
and the appointment was confirm­ 
ed. 
So, twenty-three days 
after 
his death, Slack became one 
of 
fifteen Missourians who rose 
to 
the rank of brigadier general in 
the Confederate army. 
In memory of his service to the 
Confederate cause, a 
monument 
was unveiled on September 
1, 
1967, near Dentonville, Arkansas, 
to William Ynrncl Slack and other 
southern soldiers who fell in the 
battle of Pea Ridge.

body, 
which was first interred near the 
battle field, has since been moved 
to the Confederate 
Cemetery at 
Fayetteville, Arkansas.
